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Sir—I have the honor to present a report of Births, Deaths, and Mar- 
riages for the year 1884. 


The registered births numbered 11,847; the deaths, 4,789 ; and the 
marriages, 2,555. 


The natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, is 7,058. 
increase exceeds that of 1883 by 320. The rate of increase to every 
100 of the population is 2°27. In the years 1881-83, respectively, the 
rate of increase was 2°34, 2°20, and 2°25 per cent.

BIRTHS. 


The births, 11,847 (males, 6,051; females, 5,796), are higher in 
number than those of any preceding year. 


The birth-rate to every 1,000 of the population is 37:69. ‘This is the 
highest rate since 1880, when the birth-rate was 38°$1—the maximum 
in the ten years from 1875. 


Illegitimate Births.—There were 249 illegitimate births. The rate to 
100 of the whole number of births registered is 2:1 per cent. In 1881, 
1882, and 1883, the proportion was 2°25, 2°25,and 1°75 respectively. In 
the city of Adelaide and suburbs the rate to 100 of births registered was 
3°3; in the country districts, collectively, 1-1. The illegitimate birth- 
rate to 1,000 of the population is 0:44. 


In the district of Adelaide the birth-rate is 48-8 for 46-4, in 1883; Nor- 
wood, 52°8 for 49:1; Hindmarsh, 540 for 52-5; Port Adelaide, 49-2 for 
47:5; Daly, 43-4 for 39°5; Frome, 44-4 for 36-7. In eight districts, 
Robe, Grey, Highercombe, Port Gawler, Kapunda, Burra, and Clare, the 
birth-rate is under that of last year. 


In the quarterly divisions of the year the second quarter has the 
highest number of registrations, 3,140; succeeded by the third 3,095. 
In the fourth and first quarters the births were 2,845 and 2,767, respec- 
tively. In 1883 the highest number was registered in the third quarter. 
Both in the last year and in the present the numbers in the second and 
third quarters are closely approximated. In the former year the numbers 
were 2,989 and 3,011 (the third quarter being 22 in excess of the 
second) ; in the latter, 3,140 and 3,095 (the second quarter being 45 in 
excess of the third). The proportion of births to the whole number 
registered is—in the first quarter, 23:3; in the second, 26:6; in the 
third, 26-1; in the fourth, 24-0. The highest number registered in one 
month occurred in May, 1,112. In each of four months in succession, 
from July to October, the births were above 1,000. 


The births of males are in the proportion of 104-4 to 100 of females. 
The proportion in England is 103°8 males to 100 females; in Queens- 
land, 105°3; Victoria, 104-6; New South Wales, 104-6. 


The number of births to each marriage in the previous year (1883) is 
4°66. 
DEATHS. 


The deaths number 4,789—males, 2,638; females, 2,151. This 
number is the highest that as yet has been registered in any one year, 
exceeding that of 1883 by 354. 


The death-rate per 1,000 of the population is 15°24; which is higher 
than any annual death-rate recorded, excepting that of 1878, which was 
15°44. 


In the forty-fifth annual report of the Registrar-General of England 
(1882) the proportion of deaths to 1,000 persons living is given at 19-6, 
which it is said, with one exception, is the lowest yet recorded.

In Adelaide, Glenelg, and Brighton, the death-rate, compared with the 
previous year, is higher. In five of the towns in the immediate neigh- 
borhood of Adelaide the rate is lower. In six of the towns more 
remote the death-rate is higher; in seven lower. 


Of the whole number of deaths, 4,789, the deaths in the cities number 
2,316, the proportion to every hundred being 48-4; the country districts, 
2,478, the proportion being 51°6. To 1,000 of the population the 
eee in the cities collectively was 7°36; in the country districts, 

In Adelaide the death-rate to 1,000 of its population is 24:4; the 
death-rate without the city, to the population, 13-8.

The death-rate in 1875, compared with that of the succeeding years, 
is notably high, being very much in excess of any given in the 
stated period; also that of 1876 is exceptionally high. These high and 
exceptional rates may have unduly raised the ten years’ average ; so that 
it does not express the correct mortality. In England the mean rate of 
the ten years from 1873 to 1882 (according to the latest tables published) 
is—for urban districts, 22°4; rural, 18°6. 

Of the registered deaths 2,638 were males, 2,151 females; an excess 
of the former oyer the latter of 487. The proportion of the deaths of 
males to 1,000 of the whole number of deaths is 550°8 ; that of females 
449-2. "The death-rate of males to the population is 15-2, that of females 
14:4. To 100 deaths of females the deaths of males were 122-6.

From the above it would appear that the proportion of the deaths 
of infants under one year of age has lessened by 4 per cent. since 
1882, while that of children under five has increased in a like ratio. 
The proportion of the deaths of children at the ages 0-5 years is 486 in 
1884, and 496 in 1882. Deaths under 20 years have increased 1 per 
cent.; at 40 there is the same proportion, at 60 a decrease of 1 per cent., 
at 80 an increase of 1 per cent., at 80 and upwards an increase from 
2:1 to 2°4. 

The comparative death-rate at all ages between one country and 
another, and more especially between an old country and a new, has 
been considered as not affording a sufficiently correct indication of 
health; consequently the following table has been prepared, setting 
forth—

Out of the twelve stated life-periods, the death-rates of six, in South 
Australia, are lower; of five, above; and one is equal; comparatively to 
the rates in England—under five years, and in the period forty-five and 
under fifty-five years, the rate is considerably lower. In the highest, 
seventy-five and upwards, the death-rate is valueless from the deficiency 
of population in those periods. ; 

The deaths of infants under one year of age relatively to the births 
in the year are 134 per 1,000. In the previous years, 1882 and 1883, 
the proportion was 152 and 146. Ten years’ mean proportion in England 
is given as 146. (Annual report 45.) 

The proportion of infantile deaths to the births in the city of Adelaide 
was 191; or, exclusive of deaths in public institutions, 178. 

The deaths in the present year were most numerous in the first quarter 
of the year, 1,415. his is according to the proportion usually observed 
in previous years (that of last year being the sole exception to this rule). 
The next in succession, numerically the highest, is the second quarter, 
1,282. The fourth and third number respectively 1,035 and 1,057.

The seasonal rate from highest to lowest is observed with great regu- 
larity, the order of procession being the first, second, fourth, and third 
quarter. Exceptionally, as in 1880, the rate in the third quarter is higher 
than in the fourth; and, as in 1883, the death-rate in the first quarter 
is extravagantly higher than in any other, caused in this year by a sudden 
but temporary appearance of whooping cough. The mean quarterly 
death-rate for the five years 1880-84 is, for the first quarter, 17-1; for 
the second, 15:4; for the third, 12°5; for the last, 144. The range of 
death-rate from the highest to the lowest is 4°57 per 1,000. 

From the forty-fifth annual report of the Registrar-General of England, 
table 47, ‘‘ Mortality per 1,000 in town and country districts in each 
quarter,’ “the following has been deduced for the five years 1878-82, 
the average mortality in the town districts in the first quarter was 24:1; 
in the second, 20-7; in the third, 20-1; in the fourth, 22-2. In the 
country districts in the first quarter, 20°7; in the second, 18:4; in the 
third, 15:7; in the fourth, 17:6.” Comparatively, in quarter for quarter, 
the death-rates here and in England correspond. ‘The highest death- 
rate is in the first quarter; the lowest in the third quarter, and in the 
second and fourth there is a like proportion. Here the highest death- 
rate appears in the hot season; in England the highest death-rate is found 
in the coldseason. Here the spring months are the healthiest, in England, 
the autumn. In each of the quarterly divisions of ihe year the death- 
rate here is comparatively lower, to the extent of about 3 per 1,000.

Generally, throughout the districts, an increase in the mean tempera- 
ture (notified from the Adelaide Observatory month by month) above 60° 
has been accompanied by an increase in the number of deaths of infants 
under one year of age. Thus the greatest number of deaths appears 
in the months from January to April, and in December. In the other 
months, with a lower temperature, the number of deaths decreases. 

In the city of Adelaide the sympathy between the deaths of infants 
under one year of age and the variations of temperature is notably close. 
In the first three months of the year, with the recorded temperature in 
its extreme, under highest, lowest, and mean, the infantile mortality is 
greatest, being for each month, respectively, 338, 30, and 39. In the 
months from April to October, with the mean temperature under 63°, the 
highest noted, the deaths were—in two of the months, 10; in one, 11 ; 
in two, 15; in one, 18: in one, 21.

Compared with the previous year, the death-rate of each month from 
January to September is higher. The highest rate is that of April, 19°44, 
a month ordinarily noted fora high death-rate. The increase in the 
April of this year over the preceding is 3 per 1,000. <A series of 
increased death-rates commenced in November, 1883, when 18°36 was 
given, and was continued in the succeeding months from January to May. 
The monthly death-rate has so decreased as to be in each of the last 
three months considerably under that of last year.

Zymoric Diseases. —The deaths from zymotic diseases, 966, hold the 
same proportion to the whole number of deaths registered as in the 
previous year, 202 per 1,000. The death-rate to every 1,000 of the 
population is 3-1 against 3°6 in 1883. 

Of the deaths from these diseases, 415, or 43 per cent., were of infants 
under one year of age, and 363, or 39 per cent., of children at one and 
under ten years. 
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The deaths in the districts of Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and 
Port Adelaide numbered collectively 610, or 63 per cent. The deaths 
in the city of Adelaide were 212; the proportion to the whole number 
from these diseases being 22 per cent. The number in the district of 
Frome was 77, or 7°9 per cent. 

The deaths from measles were 139, which is greatly in excess of any 
number in the ten years from 1875. The deaths under two years of 
age were 91. 

Scarlet fever numbered 29, considerably under the average of the 
last five years. 

Whooping cough.—The deaths registered under this disease were 53, 
against 128 in the year before. 

Diphtheria caused 111 deaths. These exceed any in the ten preceding 
years They are 62 above those of 1583. In district of Adelaide and 
the adjoining districts the deaths were 54. The deaths in the city of 
Adelaide were 18. In the one district of Clare the high number of 27 
was registered. Of the deaths from this cause 106 were of children 
under ten years. ‘The highest number registered in one month was in 
June—17. 

Enteric fever.— There were 134 deaths ascribed to this disease. The 
numbers in 1882 and 1883 were 146 and 135 respectively. In Adelaide 
and the suburban towns the deaths were 99; in the district of Daly, 
9; in Frome, 6. In the city of Adelaide the deaths were 44, or, 
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exclusive of deaths in public institutions, 33.

Diarrhea and dysentery.—The number of deaths from these diseases 
was 422—the highest number assigned to any cause of death in the year. 
The deaths of children under one year of age numbered 299. The 
greatest mortality was in January, 67; April, 62; December, 82. The 
least in August, 4; in September, 5. 

Parasitic Diszssrs.—The deaths from hydatid disease were 14, of 
which 8 occurred in the district of Adelaide; 1 in Norwood; 1 in Hind- 
marsh; 2 in Grey; 1 in Talunga; and | in Kapunda. 

Diertc Disrases.——The deaths from intemperance, 12, include 7 
from chronic alcoholism, and 6 from deliriwm tremens. The highest 
number in any one year from 1880 was 17; in the period of five years 
preceding that date occurred in one year 23 deaths; in another, 21. 

ConsiituTIoNAL DrsEases.—The deaths, 602, under this class are 
relatively higher than in the preceding year, being 126 per thousand, in 
place of 117 per thousand of the whole number. ‘The death-rate to 
1,000 of the population is 1-9. 

Phthisis resulted in 823 deaths. In the annual return of the order of 
fatality this cause of death again appears in the third place, exceeded in 
number by diarrheea and atrophy. ‘There is a slight increase (10) above 
last year, and a decrease of 18 below 1882. The death-rate per 1,000 
persons living is 1-02. In «ach of the five years from 179 the rate 
was 1°20, 1°04, -92, 1°15, 1°03. The deaths at different periods of life

In each of the periods of five years from the age of twenty to forty 
the death-rate differs but little. The lowest rate is under the age of 
twenty, the highest under fifty-five Of the whole number registered 45 
per cent. are of males, 45 per cent. of females. In the ages fifteen and 
twenty-five years the deaths of males are 41; of females, 53; in the 


ages above, the deaths of males are 116; of females, 68. 
was greatest in the third quarter of the year, 93; the least in the first 
‘quarter, 73. The highest number in any one month was 37, in August. 

_ From cancer resulted 109 deaths, an excess of 23 above 1883, and the 
highest number recorded in the last ten years. At the ages forty- 
five and upwards were 94 deaths. 


DEVELOPMENTAL DrtsEAsEs.—In this class were 399 deaths, 277 of 
which were assigned to old age. In the ages eighty and upward, the 
deaths of males and females are equal, 112 under each. In the ages 
ninety-five and under 100, the deaths of males are 1; of females, 3. 

Locat Diseases.—Under this class were registered 2,035 deaths; the 
proportion to the deaths from all causes being 425 per 1,000. From 
diseases of the nervous system 550 persons died. ‘The deaths from con- 
vulsions were 188, less by 27 than in last year. 

Diseases of the circulatory system resulted in 259 deaths; 8 above the 
highest number in the last five years. Of these, 189 are ascribed 
generally to diseases of the circulatory system, otherwise to disease of 
the heart. 

Diseases of Respiratory System.—The deaths under this division 
number 648, of which 222 are ascribed to bronchitis ; 229 to pneumonia 
In 1883 the deaths from the former disease were 226; from the latter, 
221. July, August, and September are the months in which these 
diseases are attended with the greatest fatality. The deaths from croup 
were 85; in the last year, 168. 

Diseases of the digestive system were fatal in 398 instances ; including 
deaths from teething, 101; enteritis, 86; peritonitis, 46; cirrhosis of 
liver, 27; and other diseases of the liver, 50. 

To diseases of the urinary organs were attributable 92 deaths; an 
increase of 31 above those of 1883. From nephritis were 16 deaths, in 
the place of 8 in the last year; from Bright’s disease, 28 in the place 
of 16. 

From diseases of reproductive system were 55 deaths. To accidents 
of childbirth are assigned 24 deaths ; an unusually low number. 

Deaths from diseases of locomotion numbered, 18; of the integu- 
mentary system, 8. 

Viotence.—The deaths in this class were 239, and above any in the 
last five years. Those resulting from accidents or negligence were 203, 
of which 78 were from fracture or contusion, and 55 from drowning. 

Suicides number 31, corresponding with those of last year. Of these 
24 were of males, 7 females. By poison were 5 deaths; drowning 8; 
hanging 7; cut 5; gunshot 3. 

ILL-DEFINED AND Not SPECIFIED CausEs.—A greater number of deaths, 
380, is ascribed in this year to atrophy and debility than in any year 
in the period from 1879 to the present time. Dropsy has resulted in 36 
deaths. ‘The number of deaths for which no cause was assigned was 9. 

In the order of fatality, to diarrhoea (442), to atrophy and debility 
(880), and to phthisis (323), are ascribed the greatest number of deaths ; 
the same as in 1883, with an increase under each cause. 

Old age, 277, is transferred from the eighth to the fourth place, having 
an increase of 75. Pneumonia and bronchitis are both above 200, each 
haying but a slight increase over the previous year. There are 9 causes 
of death above 100 in the place of 6. 

In his last annual report, forty-fifth, the Registrar-General of 
England again “ makes an appeal to medical practitioners, asking them 
to use greater care and precision in stating the cause of death in their 
certificates. There were, for instance, no less than 1,852 certificates in 
the year in which the cause of death was simply stated to be ‘ dropsy,’ 
a symptom of cardiac, of renal, and of pulmonary disease alike.” In this 
country the cause of death that takes the second place as to numbers in 
the list is atrophy, for which there were 380 certificates.

Marriages.—The marriages numbered 2,555. This shows an increase 
of 16 over those of the previous. The increase, or otherwise, in the 
number of marriages year by year in the 10 years from 1875 is thus 
| given :—1875, 77; 1876, 164; 1877, 156; 1878, 297; 1879, a 

decrease of 9; 1880, 53; 1881, 17; 1882, 222; 1883, 9; 1884, 16. 

A reference to the immigration returns for the same period may, in 
some measure, explain the variations in the numbers. 

The marriage-rate, or persons married to every 1,000 of the popula- 
tion, is 16°26. But once in the decade has the marriage-rate been lower, 
in 1881, when the rate was 16°00. The marriage-rate in England, as 
published in the last report, was 15°5.

first, 647 ; in the fourth, 644; in the third, 612. 
In five of the last ten years the greatest number of marriages were 
celebrated in the first quarter; in four, in the last quarter; in one, in 


the second quarter; in eight years the least number occurred in the 
the third quarter. 

The number of persons married under twenty years of age amounted 
to 460, less by 40 than in the previous year; under twenty-five years, 
2,296, men, 933, women 1,363, an increase of 69; under thirty years, 
1,429, men 963, women 466, an increase of 20
